There is no need to worry 
about rhythm. Because the pa­ 
tient is rapidly losing oxygen R is 
best to provide a number of quick 
breath* at tV start, then you can 
take k more slowly later.” A film 
of the experiments at a Baltimore 
Hospital showed that when no 
artificial respiration was given a 
physician, whose breathing had 
been halted by giving him curare, 
the oxygen in his system dropped 
rapidly One of the testing team, 
in 13 rapid breaths, using the 
mots h-to-mouth system restored 
the oxygen level to normal. One 
of t v group in tv test was an 
85-pound, 12-year-old Boy Scout. 
By using mouth-to-mouth method* 
he was able to restore the breath­ 
ing of a 225-pound man. McMa 
hon also notes that, when you 
are blowing air in. you provide 
as much oxygen as the person 
would receive in normal breath­ 
ing.”
